book “Variety." second series, has 
an 
essay 
on 
Corot,

painter. It is an appreciative talk 
about this charm ing artist. Back to 
N ature he went for all the inspira­ 
tion th at breathed from ail his work. 
Tile one paragraph in this essay 
th a t interested me most, however, 
was this: “We have said th at Corot 
wishes in the first place to serve un­ 
der Nature, to obey her faithfully. 
But later he coaxes her. Ju st as 
the instrum ent coaxed by the vir­ 
tuoso little by little yields vibrations 
more exquisite and, as 
it 
were, 
nearer the secret recesses of the 
soul, thus, from transparent space, 
from the undulating, softly succes­ 
sive or clearly diversified earth, from 
the Tree. from the Grove, from Hie 
Factories and from all the hours of 
Light, we see Corot draw ‘charm s’ 
more and more comparable to music 
itself.” 
Just to think of the artist coaxing 
beauty, or silent whisperings, from 
the big heart of Nature, would draw 
you instantly to him. Look upon 
the work of Corot and you will feel 
th a t he loved N ature—th a t he was 
on intim ate terms with her. 
I believe th at all artists love to 
coax—to tem pt tones, colors, and 
expressions to say som ething to the 
select, the super-appreciative and 
the understanding.

W ashington, Dec. 16 (AP)—The 
United States battle fleet, wearing 
the scars of Pearl Harbor but in 
formidable fighting strength despite 
its losses hunted tile vastness of 
the Pacific today for the Japanese 
fleet—and vengeance. 
The orders, in traditional Navy 
phrasing, are: “Seek out the en­ 
emy and destroy him .” 
The grievous story of Pearl H ar­ 
bor had been told—a story th at dis­ 
closed a fatal lack of vigilance, but 
a story, too, of epic dram a, gallantry' 
and plain fighting nerve. 
W ith two forces the Navy sought 
to learn the enemy's whereabouts 
and dispositions. 
The m ain Pacific 
battle fleet, under command of Ad­ 
miral Husband E. Kimmel, presum ­ 
ably was operating west of Hawaii. 
The sm aller Asiatic 
fleet, which 
takes it orders from peppery Ad­ 
miral Thom as C. H art. ranged the 
South China Sea, looking for the 
Japanese squadron which got away 
once under cover of darkness. 
Japs on the Run 
The capital realized, however, th at 
it m ight be days. weeks, or even 
m onths before the electrifying words 
“action joined”—flashed from the 
fleet. The m ilitary situation was of 
more immediate concern, although 
it failed to displace the Navy’s of­ 
ficial report on Pearl Harbor as the 
No. I discussion topic. 
The stout-hearted defenders of 
Wake and Midway continued first 
in the hearts of their country men, 
and several Senators urged that some 
effort be made to relieve the M a­ 
rines who have been battling off 
repeated Japanese attacks on the 
two tiny island outposts. 
The situation in the Philippines 
appeared substantially unchanged, 
with the Japanese landing forces 
still holding three widely separated 
beachheads on the m ain island of 
Luzon. 
Enemy raids were reported 
on the Olongapo Naval base, near 
Manila, and on Nichols Field.

Washington, Dec. 16 «AP)- P re si­ 


dent Roosevelt told Am ericans last 
night that aggressors were seeking 
to wipe out Hie liberties guaranteed 
in the B ill of Rights but that this 
nation was determined "no power or 
combination of powers of this earth” 
would succeed in doing so. 
Speaking on a radio program com ­ 
memorating the addition of the B ill 
of Rights to the Constitution 
150 
years ago, he said: 
"T ile issue of our time, the issue 
of the war in which we are engaged. 
I: the issue forced upon the decent, 
■ cit-re pc, Mig peoples of the earth 
by the aggressive dogmas of this 
attempted revival of barbarism ; this 
proposed 
return 
to 
tyranny: 
this 
effort 
to impo«o again 
upon 
the 
peoples of the world doctrines of 
absolute obedience, and of dictatorial 
rule. and of the suppression of truth, 
and of the oppression of conscience, 
which the free nations of the earth 
have long ago rejected.” 
Adoption of the B ill of Rights in 
1791. ‘ae said. influenced the th in k ­ 
ing of all m ankind and even now 
probably four-fifths of the people ot 
the world .supported it. despite G e r­ 
many.
